hibit a universal fendency to 
put into their mcyths many 
items, including food stuffs, 


which nature never intended 
should be partaken of by chiid- 
ren. 


These unplanned additions to 
the food intake are responsible 
for some of the upsets which 
children suffer. It should be 
constantly remembered that 
nothing injurious or indigest- 
ible should be left within reach 
of young children. 


However most of the gastric 
upsets from which children suf- 
fer, result from unknown causes 
or causes which are obscure. 


Probably ordinary indigestion 
or colic, caused by unsuitable 
combinations of foods would be 
the most common of all and it 
is nt always ei to determine 
just which fool jj or combin- 
ation of foods is} at fault.

than an hourjor two a doctor 
should examing the sick child. 


Two golden jrules should be 
observed by parents in case of 
stomach ache |that lasts long. 
The first is to fall a doctor; the 
second is not tp give cathartics. 


Tt is not true\ of course, that 
stomach ache in\a child is due 
always either to appendicitis or 
to indigestible foods although 
there is no doubt that parents 
do tend to believe that one or 
the other of these factors is the 
cause of nearly all such cases. 
However the possibility of an 
inflamed appendix must never 
be overlooked and only a doc- 
tor can possibly ascertain whe- 
ther or not appendicitis is in 
fact present or not. 


. In many instances the diag- 
nosis is difficuit even for the 
trained medical investigator. 
The lay person has no chance 
whatever of deciding correctly 
when appendicitis is or is not 
the cause of stomach ache. If 
acute abdominal pain persisting 
for éven one hour it is wise to 
call the doctor right away. Al- 
ways play safe
